Tues., Sept 13 — Reopening of school finds 
the old men busy shaking hands with other 
old men, talking over last year's commencement 
exercises and the summer's experiences, and 
moving to their new quarters. The new men 
are busy getting uniforms, athletic equipment, 
and other supplies at the Q- M. Others are in 
the schoolroom being classified for athletics, 
being introduced to various faculty members 
and eagerly awaiting different activities to get 
under way. 

Western has adopted a new uniform this year 
in place of the two-tone study jacket of last year. 
It is solid blue with gold stripes on the sleeve. 
Another change is that the Faculty Club build- 
ing has been turned over to the corps and made 
into a cadet lounge and canteen. 

There are several new faculty members. In 
the administration building is Major Gray 
Magee. He was graduated from Western in 
1926, and from Dartmouth in 1931, and returned 
to Western this year to accept the position of 
secretary-treasurer and director of athletics. He 
was the only cadet ever to be major of the Bat- 


talion for two years, and he also made a brilliant 
scholastic and athletic record. 

Strolling down to the mess hall, one of the 
favorite spots on the campus, we meet Miss 
Janice Dorr, our new dietitian. She is a graduate 
of Columbia University and has also studied at 
Syracuse and Cornell. She has already whipped 
the mess hall into a well functioning unit of our 
school life. 

Lieutenant Wayne M. Johnson is our new fac- 
ulty officer, assisting in the science and mathe- 
matics departments.

SCHOOL BEGINS 


Wed., Sept. 14 — Today we got the first taste 
of our academic work for this year. Each cadet 
has been assigned his classes and has a time 
schedule for the entire day. This year, under 
the able direction of Major Persing, a new 
scholastic daily program involving seven per- 
iods is being tried. It was put into effect for 
the initial time today. We had five forty-five 
minute periods in the morning and two forty- 
five minute periods in the afternoon. 


Drill came immediately after the noon meal. 
This gave each cadet three study periods per 
day instead of the two a day under the old 
schedule. The new plan seemed to run fairly 
smoothly. Also today the 1938-1939 cadet Bat- 
talion formed on the company street for the 
first time. 

Colonel Jackson, superintendent of Western, 
spoke to the cadet corps in his first address of 
the year today. He welcomed back the old 
cadets and greeted all of the new boys. 

Thurs., Sept 15 — Military training started to- 
day, and already the cadets have begun to 
march like veterans. Companies were organ- 
ized and the temporary officers assigned their 
places in the ranks. In the evening after mess, 
Major Henderson assigned permanent seats in 
the mess hall and schoolroom. The day as a 
whole was full of activity and excitement. Every- 
one was once more trying to become ac- 
customed to the rigid military life.

Dr. Goddard, of 
the Presbyterian Church, delivered a beautiful 
and sincere invocation, which was followed by 
a short, impressive talk by Colonel Jackson.

Wed., Sept. 21 — After an explanation to the

faces washed before the inspection which was 
held on the company street. Miss Dorr inaug- 
urated cadet menus to be planned by different 
tables at different times. The first group met 
this evening in Miss Dorr's quarters at nine 
o'clock and prepared a very good menu. 

Thurs., Sept. 22 -The seniors were the guests 
of Colonel Jackson this evening in the school 
parlor.

Mon., Oct. 3 — The Senior Dance Committee 
was announced today in the Schoolroom by 
Mrs. Henderson, who is in charge of all social 
activities at Western. The Socialites chosen were 
Jackson, C., master of ceremonies; Eaton and 
Parham, co-chairmen; Keller, H., Peara, E., 
Fisher, P., Snyder, Ditto, Haeussler, Farrell, Dea- 
con, and Latham. The freshmen limbered up 
for their I. Q. test to be taken later in the day. 
And, by the way, we got our first home grades 
today.
